Wheat was born and reared at Lonoke and dropped out of 
high school at the age of 15, after his Junior year, to enter 
college. He has a bachelor of arts degree from Hendrix College, 
Conway, Arkansas, and a doctor of medicine degree from the 
University of Arkansas School of Medicine. 

During World War II he served as an ensign in the U. S. 
Navy in the Southwest Pacific. He has been engaged in family 
practice of medicine at Springdale since 1952. 

Mrs. Wheat is the former Gaye Eagle of Stuttgart and a 
graduate of William Woods College, Fulton, Missouri. Also a 
graduate of Lonoke High School, Lonoke, Arkansas.

"Why are so many of our families breaking up in divorce? 
Because it's a lot easier to get a divorce than to face up to the 
wear and tear of daily living in family situations. 

In his superb book mentioned in these columns last week-- 
“Love Life for Every Married Couple"--Ed Wheat, the distinguished 
M. D. from Springdale, Arkansas, quotes Christian psychiatrist, 
Paul D. Meier as saying that there are “only three choices for 
any person involved in an unhappy marriage: (1) get a divorce-- 
the greatest cop-out and by far the most immature choice; (2), 
tough out the marriage without working to improve it--another 
immature decision but not quite as irresponsible as divorce; and 
(3) maturely face up to personal hang-ups and choose to build an 
intimate marriage out of the existing one--the only really mature 
choice to make." 

Many years ago Dr. Wheat and his wife, Gaye, found a solid 
biblical basis for placing their own marriage on a solid foundation. 
Now, they have a tremendous ministry of helping other couples-- 
in the United States and around the world--to find God's purpose 
in homes built on God's love. ; 

Against the background of our times, the Wheats are all the 
more amazing because of their abiding counsel to couples having 
marital problems: “You don’t have to get a divorce." 
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Everything in their "Love Life" book is preferred reading 
for any bent on building or saving marriages. But one Chapter, 
Chapter 15, "How to Save Your Marriage Alone," is especially 
apropos for any in home situations where separation and divorce 
are threatening. 

Admitting there is no easy way to save a marriage that has 
turned sour, Dr. Wheat makes a hold promise: "If you are 
willing to make a commitment to your marriage based on the 
eternal principles and promises of the Word of God, you can take 
heart and let hope grow in proportion to your commitment." 

His next statement may jar you out of your complacency, 
your feeling that there really is noting you can do about your 
family situation: "Contrary to what the world believes, one 
person can save a marriage."

But the one essential, he emphasizes, is for one of the 
marriage partners to be wholly committeed to saving the marriage 
at all cost. 

In the great majority of cases, Dr. Wheat says, "the outcome 
depends squarely on the commited partner's ability to behave 
consistently in accord with biblical principles designed by the 
Author of marriage. So ina very literal sense, it is all up 
to you. You need not expect your partner to do anything con- 
structive about the marriage if he or she wants aut." 

This column certainly cannot substitute for Dr. Wheat's 
Book. My only hope is that it will hold out hope to some at the 
point of giving up in the Marriage relationship and they'll call 
for the help the Wheats' can give them. 

The practical behavior that can save your marriage, says 
Dr. Wheat to any one person committed to this purpose, "is to 
learn how to love your partner day in and day out in such a 
way that there will be a responding love." Remember, "he con- 
tinues, “you become lovable by loving, not by straining to 
attract love...Loving your mate in God's way does not mean 
clinging, complaining or making demands. Moodiness, anger and 
tempermental displays will only hinder your efforts. 

"Loving your mate in God's way does not mean playing games-- 
trying to inspire jealousy or insecurity, playing hard to get, 
taking petty revenge or any of the other approaches you may have 
used in your early teens that are wholly inappropriate for 
marriage." 

Here are some of the many practical suggestions found in 
this one chapter: 

1. Don't try to reform your husband. Just love him. 

2. Don't try to do it on your own. The Lord is with you! 

3. Don't be bitter against any one in the Situation. 

Never turn your children against their father. Forgive! 
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4, Don't ask family or friends to take sides against 
your husband. 

5, Choose your biblical counselor wisely. Never discuss 
you problems with a friend of the opposite sex. 

6. Spend as much time in the Word of God as possible."
